Davenport, Marcia ' Scribner 
MY BROTHER'S KEEPER $3.95 


**® A ringer this- and people are talking about it already after the first in- 
stallment of serialization in Good Housekeeping, so it won't even need the impetus of 
Marcia Davenport's fame and Book of the Month selection to get started. The so-called 
"Collier case" was more than a nine days' wonder when the incredible story broke, and 
this is quite evidently patterned on that gruesome story. An extraordinary feat of 
imaginative recreation this, as the author turns the pages back to the childhood of 
the Holt brothers, as the domination of an ageing grandmother poisoned their lives, 
unsettled the mind of their gentle mother, and insured continuing control through the 
terms of a fantastic will. Seymour, the elder of the two, learned to seem to conform, 
and grasped- as the years passed- every trick to snatch savor from a dessicated life. 
Randall, whose musical talent was his mother's sole delight, was over-sensitive, 
puritanica]. in his emotional response, withdrawn from a turbulent world. As the years 
passed it was Randall who kept meticulous notes, which, ostensibly, form the basis 
for this recapturing of the past:- His romance with its. tragic outcome, scarring for- 
ever the beauty of memory with the doubts which involved both the lovely Italian 
singer and Seymour, the brother; the coming of the child - and the decision to snatch 
him from the danger of another blasted life as Seymour came to be, even in his blind- 
ness, more like his grandmother; the interlude in Italy and the renunciation, when 
paralysis immobilized Seymour and made Randall's return imperative; and finally, the 
years of obsessive degeneration, as the two strange brothers lived out their span in 
the rabbit warren of filth, trash, and a hodgepodge of the accumilation of generations, 
until they died, victims of their own fears and miserliness. There's morbid fascina- 
tion in the unrolling of the evidence. Superb story-telling, so that- while you know 
the end- there is no moment when the tortuous chain of incidents building to a psycho- 
logical horror fails to hold interest. (LC: 54-6300)

Music For Mohini (1952) drew an understanding and graphic picture of Eastern 
ways and this present story, which has its parallel in western charlatans, draws on 
the spectre of hunger in Bengal in the 1940's for the turning wheel that brought Kalo, 
a smith, from his low caste to a personage of renown. Widowed and adoring his only 
daughter, Chandra Lekha, he was jailed for the theft of bananas when he was making his 
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way to Calcutta for work and it was B-10, a fellow prisoner, who told him of the ravages 
hunger was making and the far-fetched ways security might be attained. Kalo found his 
daughter in a whorehouse when he was released and after he had seen what B-10 had des- 
cribed; he gambled on the fabrication of a miracle; it paid off and he impersonated a high 
caste Brahmin. But he could not argue against his essential honesty forever and when a 

final showdown came - he killed his tiger and cleansed the temple he had brought into being - 
saving himself, Chandra Lakha - and the respect of B-10. The deviates from a rigid social

Philadelphia's South Street provides the scene for a novel which has for a sub- 
ject the inter-racial contacts and strains that were the meat of Mr. Smith's Last of the 
Conquerors (Reviewed on p. 269, June 1, 1948 Bulletin). The various pathways of the fig- 
ures who make up the Negro community emerge - the Blues Singer, Lil, whose anger led her 
to live off men and finally murder when her true loyalties were roused; the Bowers brothers 
who had pledged to avenge their father's death by actively hating whites - Michael the 
desperate one, Philip the dreamer, Claude the famous one whose people plague him as much 
as the more threatening whites whenhe marries Kristin a white girl and a musician. The 
love of Claude and Kristin faces pressures impossible to withstand - still loving one an- 
other, they part - Claude to work for his people, Kristin to play her violin. Tenderness 
and violence commingle in a novel with some measure of force in its characters and its 
relentless portrayal of individuals caught up in group conflicts. (LC: 54-4687)

Inevitably analogies will be sought to that other evocation of the classic past, 
Thornton Wilder's The Ides of March. But Mlle. Yourcenar has attempted an even more: 
difficult thing, she has actually used Hadrian's own writings and the writing of his con- 
temporaries to recreate- in the form of a philosophical autobiography- the life of the 
Emperor of the Romans. In what purports to be a "letter" to the adopted grandson who was 
to become the Emperor Marcus Aurelius, Hadrian reviews his rather rugged boyhood in Spain, 
his schooling, his initiation into the military, the political life of Rome's world 
citizens, his administrative training in the provinces, his last moment election has heir 
to the title of Emperor. Throughout, there are moments of philosophical musings, analyses 
of his own imbalance, preparation for the supreme emotional experience of his life, his all- 
absessive love for the youth Antinous - and then Antinous' suicide, at a moment when Hadrian 
had been indoctrinating him with some of the mysticism which fascinated Hadrian. The final 
part of Hadrian's career was virtually directed by his determination to leave the memory 
of Antinous alive in creation of monuments, buildings, cities. Hadrian is accused by 
today's critics of never initiating, always copying. But the fact remains that he wove 
into the very fabric of Rome and her farflung frontiers the best he found in what then 
constituted the known civilized world. He visited every part, from crude Britain to 
cultured Spain, from rude Gaul to ancient Egypt and Asia Minor with decadent civilizations, 
and again and again to Greece, which epitomized for him what he wanted to preserve. So 
all of Rome's Empire is mirrored in this book, designed as a watchword for a boy who was 
to become Emperor. It reads - as is intended- like documentary evidence, and has an odd 
sort of fascination. A tour de force, perhaps, demanding more of a cultural background 
than the average reader possesses, but for that very reason it may have a kind of intel- 
lectual snob appeal.

SOLOMON AND THE QUEEN OF SHEBA $3.95 


From the First Book of Kings comes this biblically styled but humanly inter- 
preted story of a great king and a pagan girl queen, when she came with her costly car- 
avan from Sheba to visit Solomon with the purpose of aiding his. older brother, Adoni- 
Jah's insurrection. Solomon, who had not wanted the cruel inheritance of the throne, 
who sent lieutenants to find Adonijah and bring him back, who had, however, dedicated 
himself to the work of the Lord and won his people, expected the aged Belkis, did not 
know Makada had killed her, and was captivated by the inquiring, alluring Makada. Her 
intrusion on his work on the Temple and the introduction of her ceremonials brought 
down the wrath of the high priest while her capitulation to the power of Solomon's 
God brought out the truth of the army that Adonijah had raised, and sent Solomon 
against him, unarmed.

Leveled from 13 year old Les McCoin's eyes, this contrasts Nashville's old 
families and their tribal customs with those who still live happily in the country, 
far from the city's complexities. Les wants to compete with Fogg, two years older 
and far more indulged; he hero-worships pretty Kitty Loner although she is not making 
the grade in society; he is not agreeable about attending the reunion of his father's 
family about to move from their old home because of the new Cumberland dam. At the 
reunion, his world turns topsy turvy again and, in helping Kitty elope with an outsider, 
he takes a big step to maturity and is a ready partisan when she lines the right people 
in Nashville on her side. The promise of a Catcher in the Rye is not sustained but the 
sharp edges of a teen age world do not dull as the story takes a blither turn. Pleasur- 
able.

be The Parral bulls were the choicest bred for the rings of Spain - and Don Iuis 
had the enviable reputation of sustaining not only the high standard bt his breed, but 
of fairness in dealing with small rings as well as large. His only caoild, a daughter 
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Aracea, worshipped him and lived only for the bulls, learned to use the cape through the 
ragged Ildefonso, boy of the ranch, and was passionately jealous of Paco, son of a matador 
(retired) and learning the art himself. This is Aracea's story- and that of Paco and Ilde- 
fonso, both of whom became matadors, both of whom loved Aracea, while she loved Paco and 
married him, and tried to mold him into her image of the flawless man and fighter. For 

Don Luis had been killed, by one of his own bulls; Aracea's mother had gone into a convent 
after reluctantly agreeing to the marriage; her cousin, Carlos, a rake and man-about-town, 
was by family connection and her father's will managing- or mismanaging- the ranch. And 
Mary Carpenter, the English governess, the one person who could control Aracea, through 
love and understanding, was back in England teaching.

There's more to the 
story than the thrill of the ring and all its components. There's deep insight into the 
character and thinking of the Spanish, the conflict between old ways and new, the indi- 
viduals of the story, most of whom are fully realized.

Some bases of history are the background of the story of Mary Johnson, a daughter 
of one of Sir William Johnson's marriages, and the results of her taking the place of her 
father's Indian wife, Molly Brant, when it was necessary to try to hold the tribes loyal 
to the English. Mary has been promised to an Irish relative, Guy, and was just as dis- 
inclined to an arranged marriage as he, so when Guy was taken in by General Shirley and 
the traitorous Lydius and Genevieve, his loyal French wife, on his way to Uncle Willian, 
Mary is captured by the cruelly vicious Captain Joseph Castine de St. Castine. Rather than 
lose her life she becomes his mistress, escapes to the friendly Mohawks at the British out- 
post, Fort Oswego, and tries to take Molly Brant's place. There she meets Guy, they realize & 
they were fools to try to avoid each other; they are separated after the fall of the forts, 
Ontario and Oswego, with Mary kidnaped by St. Castine and spirited to Acadia. Guy, helped 
by the vengeful Indians in a bloody foray, arrives in time to prevent her marriage to St. 
Castine. The threat of French victory, the betrayal of the British soldiers and the Indians, 
the treachery of trusted British, and recognized historical names are necessary passports 
for an overbalance of sensationalism, which may have a synthetic dramatic appeal. (LC :54-10777)

* John Selby's most mature and most absorbing novel, and one that is sure to be 
discussed heatedly, pro and con, in literary and musical circles, while at the same time 
winning a wide reading public. Denis Sandzen typifies the tragedy of utter absorption in 
one goal, as he sets his mind and heart and emotions on achieving his ambition, to be - at 
35 - conductor of the New York Symphony. Nothing must interfere, and, belatedly, Denis 
realizes that he has used all his friends and associates - and given little, but his A 
great gift of music, in return. That he has whipped two orchestras into shape in the proc- 
ess; that he has made musicians working under him raise their sights and do the best of 
which they were able - this has not been enough for Denis. He knows he has sacrificed 
people who loved him, both men and women; he knows he has used his compelling charm to win 
his way; he knows he has earned the reputation of being hard. But suddenly some things 
happen to him. He becomes interested in a scrubby settlement project. He writes some 
music, that with his friend, Terry, he whips into a musical play, risking at the close his 
chance to get the New York Symphony. He finally recognizes that he is ready for Claire, 
only to find he has waited too long, and the one remaining thing he wants is not his to 
take. The terrific conflict of a bi-sexual nature, which might have swung either way, is 
beautifully handled, and becomes almost counterpoint to the main theme. A compelling .

Josefina, so the story goes, was the favorite dancer of Madrid, her patron a beloved 
actress who had recognized a talent and brought Josefina, scarcely more than a child, 
from Avila, taught her, given her a chance, and then- jealous and accepting unfounded 
evidence as fact- turned on her and forced her to escape, first to southern Spain, 
then to New Spain with the deputy official of Santa Fe, as his mistress. The bulk of 
the tale takes place in Santa Fe and its environs. Josefina, while holding the form 
of lady-of-the-governor, has lost the substance- and falls in love with Don Pedro.

panions, are contrasted with the rigid life in a Calvinist home in the midwest, with 
the picking up of the threads of an old love affair with Liz, and with the violence 
that invades the Crusade of Youth for Christ in a summer camp. Liz is married to one 
of the leaders, whose perverted ways lose her loyalty; Martin's sister is exposed to 
a lustful evangelist; his family, in their bleak conformity, drive the sister to a 
suicide attempt which wakes Martin to all that he has learned - and nearly refused to 
ricognize- previously.

The coming of the 
charming Uncle Charlie and his two partners in crime, the perverted Benjie and the 
dubious Belle, who have botched up a bank job and murdered to boot, stirs sleeping hate 
in his sick brother and love in his sister-in-law. The youngster Davey responds to 
Charlie's warmth as his mother had before him, and when Charlie insists that he try to 
take the fugitives across the mountain to escape, he accepts, mindful of the power- 
hungry pervert who has already attacked his mother. Davey goes and sees Belle left 

to die in the cold, kills the pervert, and sets fire to a sap house to bring help - a 
measure which deprives Charlie of his freedom but brings the hospital care which can- 
not save his life.

The '50's in the French and Indian War tell of Esek Warren's achievement of an 
aim in life and a maturity to follow it through. For Esek loves Huldah, in Pudding Town 
(Northampton); is snared by Sabrisal, a recent widow and suspect in her behavior; and is 








saved by Huldah's confession of fornication. But wearing the red "F" drives him to Boston, 


where, with Absalom Brewster, he ‘lists in Winslow's foot regiment and sees the brutal 

evacuation of the Acadian habitants. Sam Adams sends him to Ticonderoga; he is captured 
and sold in slavery in Quebec; wins the friendship of understanding Margot who helps him 
find Absalom's love, Yvonne. Another return to Boston leads him to Absalom, to Sabrisal's

The “museum pieces' who inhabit Mr. Plomer's novel are ingratiating indeed, and 
engage the sympathy with their gallantry and charm in facing a world in which they are 
out of date. The narrator who introduces the outmoded Edwardians is a young widow, a 
sensible and perceptive sort of person, who fully appreciates them as she carries on her 
work as archivist, sorting family papers. The central figures in the circle are Mrs. 
Mountfaucon and her son Toby d'Arfey, who struggle to stay upright when their trustee, 
"the Distinguished Ghost", ruins them and the crash takes away all hopes of making costs 
on a restored Rembrandt. Toby's loves, his travels, his many attempts to make a gc of 
life - painting, designing hats, writing - cannot keep from him the feeling of misplace- 
ment in a society that has no use for him. As the blitz rages, he hastens an end in- 
evitably close and caused by some curious tropical disease incurred during a Brazilian 
interlude.

A realistic, and unrelieved, novel of war follows two years in the life of 
18 year old Marco Laudato, who has given up senlinary training for - he knows not what. 
He breaks away from his village in south Italy, hitchhikes to Venice and there enlists 
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and from then on he serves his fatherland's demands for blood and hatred. He deserts 
from a German ack ack battery, is taken from jail to a headquarters platoon of replace- 
ments and there is part of the mopping up of rebel partisans who are killed like dogs. 
Sole survivor of an abortive sortie, he is wounded and becomes a hero; he is hospital- 
ized and falls in love with his nurse, Anna, an older woman, who follows him when he is 
sent to the mountains, after his recovery, on patrol. Jealousy, Anna's departure after 
the season of love, and the week's attempts to take an enemy emplacement bring him the 
blind intoxication of battle,and defeat does not mean surrender until they learn the war 
is over, Mussolini dead and all Fascists prisoners of war. Marco escapes, makes his way 
home - and at first revolts but then makes up his mind to adjust. A joyless, melancholy 
first person pilgrimage, the concern with the “butchery of mothers' sons” underlines an

Nineteen stories, the majority of them fiction, salted with a few factual re- 
cords, these are singularly high level interest for those to whom tales of mountaineering 
hold fascination. Many of the writers - whether the stories are fiction or fact- are 
themselves experienced mountain climbers, and their roster includes such names as Ralph 
Bates, Kay Boyle, James Ramsay Ullman, E, H. Young and others less well known to the 
American public. The sources are varied in national backgrounds: the mo ntains of Britain, 
Spain, France, Austria- and predominantly the Alps are somewhat balanced by the Himalayas 
and the Rockies.

Packed with information about the Abwehr,Germany'’s '\ilitary Intelligence Service 
under Admiral Canaris, this should read like true espionage thrillers, but somehow seems, 
with rare exceptions, like deadpan reporting, on the part of one of Canaris' staff. Only 
in retrospect does one realize how much meat is here. Leverhuehn handled, personally, es- 
pionage and counter-espionage in the Near East and Turkey. He reveals some inside bits 
about the Mufti's escape, about the intrigues with Iraqui, the operations in South Africa, | 
the Brandenburg Commandos behind Russian lines, the use of disaffected Poles and Ukranians. 
He seems a bit scornful of British and American amateurishness, claiming that the Germans 
knew most of their secrets. He writes of preparations for invasion of the Low Countries 
and Norway, the difficulties in divided France, of the use of seafaring experience to land 
agents destined to organized sabotage and use underground contacts.

* While never easy reading- nor inspired writing- the sum and substance of this 
biography of the leading proponent for the tiny country of Israel stands as the only over- 
all history of the twenty years struggle which brought about the realization of Ben-Gurion's 
dream of fulfillment of the Zionist goal. Here is perhaps the most dramatic achievement in 
world history, as a motley band drawn from world Jewry is forged into soldier-farmers, citi- 
zens of Israel, standing almost alone with the balance of power loaded towards the Arab 
League. Behind them is the story of the early struggles of the "founding fathers", almost 
from the start torn by internal dissension, the split between the Revisionists and the mod- 
erate Mapai, workers organization, of which Ben-Gurion was a leader. Hagannah came into 
being early as nucleus of Jewish protective citizen army, opposed to the violence of Irgun 
and the Stern gang. British blundering, from the White Paper in 1939 through the Mandate, 
Hitler's purge of European Jews, and finally Truman's backing all proved aids to a united 
goal of independence, but the road was tumultuous, often humilitating, always torn internally 
and externally by struggle. Weigmannserved as a moderator, a balance, but was too old and 
sick to spearhead the battle. Violence, costly reverses, the murder of the peace maker, 
Bernadotte, a 61 day war with Egypt (ending in Egypt's defeat), finally ended four years 
of stormy weather with a truce and recognition of statehood.

Flexer's view of American Painting from 1760 to 1835 adds to the material 
in former volumes, one a biography John Singleton Copley (1948) and one on the earlier 
influences in American art First Flowers of Our Wilderness written in 1947 for the 
Houghton Mifflin "Life in America" series. Fluent organization and a well developed 
appreciation here puts the painters and their works in a continuum that binds the inter- 
related trends and influences with care. West, Peale, Copley, Trumbull, Allston, 
Vanderlyn, Morse and Stuart are the figureheads and as their lives and works unfold, 
the culture pattern of a young country emerges as well. The "Torch of History" was 
the tie with British painting and the colonial aristocratic stereotypes with which 
Copley and others sought to break in Boston.

THE MAGNIFICENT MITSCHER $4.50 


A heartwarming story of the beloved Mitscher, a modest and supremely effective 
little Admiral who devoted his life to the advancement of naval air warfare. The early 
chapters tell the stories of his desperate struggle with academic life at Annapolis where 
he entered at the foot of his class, flunked out after two years, then started in all 
over again, trailing his classmates right through to graduation. His life and fortunes 
changed when he transferred to aviation and won his wings at Pensacola in 1916. His 
passion was flying, and even then he dreamed of an "aviation ship". Unknown to many 
who served under him in the Pacific, he participated in the first successful trans- 
Atlantic flight in 1919 when he flew in one of the seaplane Nancies (N-C or Navy Curtis 
Flying Boats). His own particular Nancy was forced down at sea and he himself finished 
the journey to Europe by ship, but other Nancies made it. Later 'Pete' Mitscher was 
assigned head of aviation on the Langly, known as the"Covered Wagon, our first carrier. 
His progress was steady and in World War II he moved from captaincy of the adventurous 
but shortlived carrier Hornet # 7 to commander of all aircraft in the Solomons, to the 
top navalair combat job in the Pacific, directing the invasion of the Marshall, Mariana, 
and Philippine Isles and the bombing of Tokyo. In the end he turned down Forrestal's 
offer to succeed Ernest King as Chief of Naval Operations; in fact soon after the war, 
the sea aviator, not old but very weary, died in Washington. The likeable personality 
and day by day achievements of Mitscher shine through to lift this above the fun of the

* Enrico Fermi's biography by his wife has already been recognized by the 
New Yorker (where it ran in serial) as a polished, lively piece on the man who won 
the lobel Prize for his work in nuclear physics and who helped to make the atom bomb. 
A many sided book, for Mrs. Fermi had a training in science herself, it begins with 
the years before they met and in its portrait of Fermi as a person there is the humor 
and detachment of an outsider looking in rather than a wife looking out. Genius was 
apparent early and when he grew to manhood Fermi was as calm and balanced about it as 
he was self confident. Believing in himself was perhaps the reason for momentous 
work. By the time they became acquainted Fermi was a promising physics instructor at 
the University of Rome and Mrs. Fermi a student in the general sciences. There is 
much of their daily life, the good times had with friends and sharp characterizations 
through their talks but it was a time of political unrest too and the tension builds 
to the point where the Fermis were obliged to leave Italy and the fascist threat. 
Dramatically, their departure was made towards Stockholm where Fermi's pioneering 
was recognized in 1938. The rest is history. Fermi taught at Columbia and when war 
came he was among the jirst to be drafter for the Manhattan project that culminated 
in the 1945 explosions. The work- its phases in New York, in Chicago with the cyclotron, 
at Los Alamos- is described as Mrs. Fermi experienced it. Admittedly not an “inside 
story," it is something more than that. By reporting and going beyond many of the 
incidents that made headlines later, it is an intelligent woman's wise view of the 
very human things that change our world. Valuable for a lay public.

Harrison, Gordon A. Morrow 
ROAD TO THE RIGHT $4.50 


The title is misleading because this book is primarily an appeal to the 
extreme right to curb their more selfish impulses and antipathy towards government, 
and join the moderate Conservatives in a responsible approach towards leadership in 
America. The book runs through American history and records the failures of two 
former Conservative parties, the Federalists and the Whigs. The author introduces 
a confusing note here, for while urging Conservatives to adopt a more active approach 
to politics, responsive to democratic needs, he claims at the same time that it is 
not entirely necessary for Conservatives to "make good" in office; they fill their 
function by staying afloat, conserving whatever needs to be conserved in any particular 
period, and restraining the radicals and the "doers". Mr. Harrison is more respect- 
ful of the achievements of the Democrats or "radicals" in the opposing camp than 
of the extremists in his own Conservative or Republican camp; he reiterates the need 
for two parties and urges merely that the Conservatives pull their own weight more 
intelligently to achieve a balance or tension with the Democrats. The Democrats seek 
liberty for many in greater equality; the Conservatives seek individual liberty in 
guarantees of minority rights. Both parties need curbs:- Democrats lest their final 
goal lead to the end of individual liberty; Conservatives lest they lead to too much 
power for the few. Mr. Harrison ends with an appeal for Republicans not to retreat 
from political power, as did Hoover, but to use it, frankly confessing that their 
main interest is business - not atomized, self-centered business, but progressive 
business, concerned with the welfare of all groups. There are many pungent analyses 
and insights here, but readers, whatever their political persuasions, may be left 
unclear as to the main theme, the precise program for his progressive Republicans.

An alarmed study of the pattern of Communist activity in Guatemala comes as a 
timely book after the recent revolution. A former editor of The New Leader and a news and 
magazine feature writer, Mr. James has travelled widely in Central and South America and is 
convinced that the continent and its outlying areas have become a fertile breeding ground 
for Communism. Citing examples preparatory to the study of the Guatemalan situation, he 
points to the flare-ups in Brazil, Bolivia and Chile where much of the antagonism has taken 
the form of "anti-Yankee-imperialism". Turning then to Guatemala- by far the bulk of the 
book- he presents its history from the point when Red influences were first noticeable, 
from the time prior to the revolution a decade ago that saw the rise and fall of new leaders- 
Arana, Ubico, Arevalo, Fortuny. Broadening to a widely stratified political analysis of 
more recent trends, he traces particularly the ways in which Communism tends to be born of 
a corrupt kind of nationalism. Arbenz, he contends, became president by hoax in 1951 and 
among other things wanted to get even with the "upper crust” because they did not accept 
his wife. There are the ways in which the Communist party itself works- through labor, a 
Mao-like agrarian reform- ironically enough to displace Guatemala's own capitalism rather 
than the United Fruit Co. Detailed and documented, this may convince politically but it 
lacks the human insight that might have made it a more forceful plea, and hope, now, for 


better relations.

Don't minimize the snob appeal of books about the royal family. But one thing i 
is sure: this colorless portrait won't hurt any sensibilities in Buckingham Palace. A con- 
ventional, cliche-packed fairytale has all the trimmings:- haunted Scottish castle, secret 
staircases, Spartan upbringing, nursery teas, nannies, footmen, dogs, ponies and children's 
parties. But one party was different. That was when a 5-year old Scottish lassie befriends 
a shy, stammering English boy, and they share a piece of angel cake. Then more teas and dogs 
and governesses until the summer of 1914 began like any other- and war put a period to this 
phase. After the war the two young people met again, fell in love, were married and planned 
to live happily ever after as Duke and Duchess of York, until unexpectedly and reluctantly 
they became King and Queen of England.

* Not a basic book on raising the best in vegetables, but a book that should 
give every practising gardener just the impetus- the know-how- that would lift his 
mediocre vegetable garden into a superior garden. Burrage, a layman who was not 
satisfied with less than the best, applied his engineering approach to sound manage- 
ment of the home garden. He discusses those factors he found indispensable, basing 
his findings on personal experimentation and conclusions. It took time and trouble 
to arrive at the best selection for his garden, his taste, but his results- as well 
as his methods- provide the signposts. He discusses (assuming experience as back- 
ground) his making of a garden plan, the preparation of the ground in October, the 
plan for a three season garden, the best size to insure continuity through rotation 
and selection. He discusses determination- geographically- of what to plant and 
when. He then has an illuminating main section, taking alphabetically each vegetable, 
the rating, for his taste, the varieties that have proved best, the number of rows, 
distance apart, number of plants to let grow, and so on. The pests- and their treat- 
ment- are handled for each vegetable. He gives final chapters to greenhouses, hot 
frames, workshed, mulching (what, when, how); to garden equipment and gadgets; to 
humus and garden compost, to the keeping of records. A too brief chapter offers 
suggestions of adaptation of a larger program to the exigencies of week-end gardening. 
And some space is given to freezing and to preparing of vegetables. While this is 
a Massachusetts garden, there is much in it for any aspiring gardener. Presumably 
the phctographs and diagrams will enhance the already great value of the text. 





Stout, Gerald J. Van Nostrand 
HOME FREEZERS $3.50 


Perhaps today's definitive book on the subject, for even in the interval 
since Meyer's Complete Book of Home Freezing (Lippincott) some new developments make 
news value in a new book. There are already three good books that I've read:- 
Essipoff is the most fun- Making the Most of Your Freezer (Rinehart); Boutell- The 
Home Freezer Book for Better Living (Viking) is best on the cookbook level; the Meyer 
seemed to me to take care of the subject for some years to come, and still can for 
the average housewife. But this book- from a scientific professional standpoint- has 
more of the technical aspects, the pros and cons, the advantages and limitations, the 
viewpoint in selection, the how-to in application. There is a section on making a 
home freézer, a topic not discussed elsewhere. There is a careful study of how it 
works. This, I'd say, is for the man of the house rather than his wife, though all of 
the material on packaging, and the problems of arrangement, and the details of pre- 
paration, belong to the distaff side.

Cowley, Malcolm | Viking Press 
THE LITERARY SITUATION $3.75 


In a unified series of essays, Malcolm Cowley roams around the subject of 
writing today,- who writes, how they write and why, and what books are published and 
sold. At their best, these chapters are witty and informative; some of them, such as 
the first which decries tortuous, overabundant critical writing today, move slowly. 
There is a good chapter on the lengthy war novels which picture our soldiers as 
corrupt, lacking in faith and love. Mr. Cowley believes that this large and prolific 
group, like much of the critical writing, is not particularly creative. He writes a 
delightful chapter on the "new fiction" those skinny little introspective books which 
picture suffering, passive individuals adrift in no particular time or place. Nearly 
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half the book describes writers today, how they live and how they earn- published writers 
average less income than southern mill hands. Mr. Cowley thinks writers healthier mentally 
and morally than is often believed, in fact he likes them and deplores the fears of our 
time that inhibit them, as well as the listless audiences that dry up their enthusiasms. 
He details the story of paper books and how they are sold, amid bananas and brillo, on the 
principle of reaching every conceivably possible purchaser. The book is filled with de- 
lightful facts and opinions; many readers will disagree with many of the conclusions, of 
course, and everybody will have his favorite chapters. Possibly because he is still so 
close to his subject, Mr. Cowley's small points are more interesting and impressive than 
his larger opinions; the book does not sustain the high level of originality and shrewd- 
ness of its better sections which are very good indeed.

Earl Denman's expedition to Everest was born of a strong faith and idealism that 
lured him to travel alone, all but penniless and in preparation, first to the Virunga moun- 
tains of the Belgian Congo. Travelling there in 1946, on leave from his job as an elec- 
trical engineer in Anglo Egyptian Sudan, he faced problems of equipment, native guides and 
living with nature, by himself. Writing of the experiences with vigour, there is a keen 
observation of everything around him- plants, animals, weather, customs- that builds his 
philosophy as he climbs the eight Virunga peaks: for Denman it was not the journey alone 
that counted, but the circumstances under which it was made. Virunga was sound prepara- 
tion for Everest. The author "succeeded" in 1947, with no less a person than Tenzing as 
guide- for if they did not reach the top, their meagre three-man expedition to a height 
of 23,000 feet was a triumph in itself. As a nature study alone, the book makes its de- ® 
finite contribution.

His current book 
which attempts to reconcile Catholicism and psychiatry is likely to produce its storms 
in both the medical and religious worlds. Dr. Stern is right in the middle, and is 
trying to sell Catholic Christianity to the psychiatrists,and psychiatry and psycho- 
analysis to the Church. Along with most modern psychiatrists he believes that we are 
moving away from the 19th century scientific dogma that everything can be solved by 
mathematical science; intuition and values must enter the realm of individual psychology 
as they entered the realm of social sciences. His argument to the Church is that 
psychiatry recognizes the mystery of humar. consciousness beyond science and quite 
opposite to the strictly materialistic Marxian dialectic and also opposite to scien- 
tific positivism. Just as physics does not tell us the nature of energy, in the same 
way psychiatry will never tell us of the nature of desire and pleasure, although ) 
scientific observation in both fields can add to our understanding of their workings. 
Dr. Stern argues that many psychiatrists, starting with Freud, happened to live in a | 
materialist period and therefore pooh-poohed religion, but that there is nothing in 
their medical findings inherently anti-religious. Unlike most modern psychiatrists 
he says that geniuses and saints who have seemingly acted hysterically or compulsively 
did not actually do so and the difference is simply in the results of "By their 
fruits you shall know them". An interesting book dealing with a touchy and important 
problem of finding place for religion and psychiatry in our day.

The German aviatrix of world repute glides through her history with modesty 
and muted emotions, revealing much of the technical aspects of flying along with a 
picture of the Germany she loved and flew for.

This is the 1954-55 edition, and as such takes care of current changes in 
the areas covered, adds the Bahamas, and is a most helpful trip and travel planner, 
for the authors take the whole thing personally and indicate their preferences, 
suggestions, opinions definitely. You almost feel as if they consider themselves a 
small consumer's union testing and recommending laboratory - which is all to the good. 
Their survey should have a more individual appeal than the Toor guide to Mexico (P.610) 
for their comments are much more considered, their selections more careful, their 
inclusion of "tips" will repay the reader in time, money, health - and temper. Maybe 
a bit bulky to take with you but certainly for the first tripper a good working basis. 
Useful for reference too. 












Harvard University Press 
AMERICAN FARM LIFE $3.75 


A survey of American farm life at mid-century is directed toward the 
general reader and gives the facts and figures that are rural America's while emphasiz- 
ing the dynamics of country living. The author reviews the material and immaterial 
aspects that have shaped American farm life, gives statistics on farm and farmer, 
surveys the technological frontier, considers the labor force. Farm family and com- 
munity relationships, the place of institutions such as the co-operatives, the rural 
church, the political organizations, the schools, and finally position of the local 
and the federal government are considered. The trend which emerges most clearly from 
the data is that of city and country drawing closer together, interdependent and inter- 
laced. Mr. Nelson's interpretation of the particular elements that have forged 
American farm life is especially effective in a book that should go far in opening 
the eyes of city dwellers to the scope of farming,the nature of farm life, the place 
of the agrarian ideal in our nation.

And this 
"Almanac" as he calls it, is made up of a miscellany of such episodes, precedents, habits 
and attitudes, linked by the accident of date (often artificially it would seem). There's 
an immense amount of material, varied in time and source, ranging from the Magna Carta to 
1954's Racial Segregation and the Public Schools. It is good for us to be reminded how 
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far we have gone in some of our social legislation (relating to poverty, old age, child 
welfare, etc.) It is important that we be reminded that invasions of personal freedom 
are not isolated in one area or time, by reference to the Alien and Sedition Laws, the 
1920 FBI raids in New England against suspected alien Communists, the battle for free-

HAMMOND'S AMBASSADOR WORLD ATLAS C. S. eres

A superb job - and in days such as ours, there seems always a place for another 
atlas to help keep abreast of changing times. The closest comparison will be made with 
Rand McNally's World Atlas, which in size, scope and approach appears to be in the same 
category. The special features of the Hammond include:- 278 large-scale maps showing 
political subdivisions, relief features, population, vegetation, resources, etc.,- these 
special maps introducing the detailed geographical maps, state, province, country. There 
are- in the gazeteer of the cities- street maps of 80 major cities. There are maps in- 
dicating airlines, railroads, bus lines, highways. The section on Asia seems particularly 
significant today, giving, as it does, individual maps of Korea, of Indo China, and so on. 
The text matter is as significant- if not as decorative as the maps, descrintive para- 
graphs on 2500 cities of the world, for example. Folded into the front is a large inter- 
national map of the world on Mercator's Projection. Excellent typography; unusually fine 
color work; sturdy binding. A valuable addition to any school or public library, and to 
any well-equipped household. The only thing I missed (and I won't guarantee it isn't 
there- somewhere)- are the dramatic maps of Europe and Asia showing transfers of terri- 
tory, a special feature of the Rand McNally. (Publ.)

THE JEWS IN AMERICA: A History $6.00 


An all-inclusive report on the story of the Jews in the United States, set con- 
stantly against the problems of Jews in the world. It begins with the background of the 
Jewish scene in earlier centuries and tells of the first small contingent of twenty-three 
Dutch Jews who arrived in New Amsterdam in 1654 to face the cruel antipathy of Peter 
Stuyvesant and his council. The book details the progress of the Jews in the various 
cities of the nation; it gives the story of the waves of immigration that really mounted 
after the Russian pogroms of 1881; it tells of Jews in industry - including the story of 
the garment trade, and the happier story of Jews serving their country in its wars, 
philanthropy, and public life. lmemies of the Jews such as the Klu Klux Klan are listed 
here and so are the schisms among the Jews themselves. Mr. Learsi alligns himself with 
the ardent proponents of a Jewish national state, and whereas he rejoices at Jews' pro- 
gress as Americans, he deplores the centrifugal tendencies away from a cohesive religion, 
culture, and community of their own. A good solid history and reference, with more 
emotion and color in the sections relating to the modern problems of American Jews.

In 
describing the recent archeological discoveries which have a bearing on the text of 
Scripture the author includes the dramatic story of the discovery in 1947 by two Arab 
shepherds of the "Dead Sea Scrolls" including an ancient text of Isaiah, and the 
discovery in 1844 by a German scholar of valuable manuscripts of the 01d Testament 
in Greek which were reposing in a waste basket of a monastery on Mt. Sinai. The 
author emphasizes the fact that no variant texts have ever come to light which have 
the slightest effect upon the cardinal Christian doctrines.
